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HAROLD RILEY : 
NOT FIT FOR PUBLIC LIFE 


The spectacle of Harold Riley upon the floor of the house 
defending the iniquitous exemption swindle by which the city 
of Calgary has been practically defrauded out of a fair and just 
taxation upon hundreds and hundreds of acres of valuable land 
within the city limits, the spectacle of the whole conservative 
membership, except one, rushing to Riley’s assistance, and the 
revelation that one million dollars’ worth of the property ex- 
empted belongs to the Riley estate, indicates just what charac- 
ter of a man Harold Riley is, what sort of a member the elec- 
iors of Gleichen have had foisted upon them, and how far the 
conservatives are willing to go in defense of one of their own 
partisans. 

And even the brazen attempt to secure for the Riley estate 
permanent exemption was not the worst feature of his per- 
formance. But when it became evident that this must fail the 
miserable trickery by which, under the guise of “consulting 
the Calgary council,” Riley attempted to secure a postpone- 
ment of action until after the assessment rolls for 1912 had 
been completed and he could thereby save for the Riley estate 
a few more thousands shows the extent to which he would go 
in attempting to do the city out of a few thousand dollars fora 
private privilege which his own family enjoyed at the expense 
or the city which he calls home. 

Only the circumstance that the exemption was secured in 
the first place by another member of the Riley family, E. H. 
Riley, is necessary to complete the pimure of moral obliquity 
which this bright family presents and to indicate just how little 
they should be trusted in a public office. 

On no grounds whatever can this Riley conspiracy be ex- 
cused. Through the unearned increment Calgary has made 
them immensely wealthy. In no other country in the world 
could they have enjoyed the same wealth with as little effort. 
Whatever they have they owe to the enterprise of the com- 
munily of Calgary. The province asks them nota dollar in re- 
turn for the opportunity and the city asks them only that they 
pay.the same as other property-holders within the city who are 
doing somehing tangible to build up Calgary. 

Yet, in the face of this enjoyment of an immense un- 
earned wealth one member of the Riley family secures exemp- 
tion on the pretense that their property is “farming land,” (as 
though Harold or E. H. would ever do a day’s work on a farm) 
and the other member seeks to perpetrate the swindle. 

Harold Riley’s action indicates that he is not worthy of 
the confidence placed in him by the electors of Gleichen, that 
he is quite capable of betraying his own city and that he is will- 
ing to use his office for the purpose of promoting a special 
privilege enjoyed by the members of his own. family at the ex- 
pense of the public whom he has sworn to represent. 

Harold Riley is not fit for public life in the province of 
Alberta, and in the interests of public safety he should not be 
allowed to remain. The fortunate feature is that the test of his 
moral fibre came early and that he has been found out. 
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POLICEMEN 
IN THE SALOONS 


Alderman Gowan wants to’know why uniformed officers 
in the employ of the city are stationed in hotels, who pays 
them, and why. In the opinion of the alderman it is a disgrace 
that the city should allow its officers to become, as he sees it, 
attachees of the saloon. 

If Alderman Gowan would think the matter over for a 
moment he would probably decide that there is no place in 
which the policeman could be better stationed than in a hotel, 
And if he asks his question of the chief of police he will find 
that the hotels and not the city pay the cost of the police ser- 
vice, not directly to the officer, but to the police department. 

Without going into the much-discussed question of the 
licensed liquor traffic vs. prohibition, it must be admitted that 
the hotelkeeper who keeps the most orderly place and who sees 
to it that the patrons of his place do not indulge to the point of 
intoxication is the best hotelkeeper. 
policeman who makes the fewest arrests and at the same time 
keeps order is the best policeman. 

The arrangement to which Alderman Gowan takes objec- 
tion is this, that certain hotelkeepers have gone to the chief of 
police and have made the proposal that if the chief will station 
a competent officer in their hotels, to guard the interests of the 
guests as much as of the hotels, that they, the hotel proprietors, 
will pay to the city the officer’s wages, the officer remaining a 
city peace officer, under direct control of the chief of police, 
under no obligation to the hotel proprietor, in no way inter- 
ested in the liquor waffic and quite as ready to enforce the law 
against the hotel or its employees as against any of its patrons.

VEEDER GiVto A 
FEAOT OF DETAILS 


TELLS OF THE ‘ATTEMPTS OF MEAT 
PACKERS TO- EFFECT 
AERGER. 


Chicago, Dec. 28.—Albert H. Veeder, 
attorney for Swift & company, and 
the first witness called by the govern- 
ment in the trial of the ten Chicago 
packers, testifled yesterday that the de- 
fendants made two efforts to organize 
a merger in the summer of 1912 and 
that their efforts to finance the enter- 
prise were unsuccessful in both in- 
stances, 

The first plan was to include the 
Armour, Swift, Morris and Cudahy in- 
terests and the proposed corporation 
was to be capitalized for $923,000,000 
divided as follows: Bonds, $141,750,- 
000; preferred stock, $168,750,000; 
common stock, $612,000,000. 

After the promoters had failed to 
finance this proposition, through 
Kuhn, Loeb & company, the plan was

“Dear Sir,—Now that the Western 
Canada league has held ils annual 
meeting, and thig- city has been men- 
tioned as one that will take its place 
in the ¢lreuit for the coming season, 
don’t you think it-high time for the 
papers to take hold of the idea and 
boost it for all they are worth, in order 
that we might have basebali in’ this 
city during the 1942 season. Of course 
the folks of this town will go back 
a year or two and gay, not any for us, 
thank you, after the experience we had 
with our former clubs, but that is not 
any good reason why We should stand 
still and let the other towng in. this 
province run all rgund us in‘the base- 
ball sense.
